JERUSALEM (AFP) - The 
Pal estini ans mu st " re c o gm se 
Israel as the state of the Jew¬ 
ish people" in order to 
achieve real peace, Israeli 
Prune Minister Benjamin 
Hetanyahu said, yesterday 

"Tire Palestinians must 
abandon their refusal to 
recognise the right of the 
Jewish people to their na¬ 
tional state," he said m a 
speech at Bar IIan University 
near Tel Aviv 

Such recognition was "a 
condition far reaching an 
agreement at tire end of nego¬ 
tiations, but not foi launching 
them," he said 

Peace talks between Is¬ 
raelis and Palestinians were 
relaunched in July under the 
auspices of the United States 
after nearly three years of im¬ 
passe. 

The direct talks, which are 
being held in Israel and the 
West Bank und er a US-im¬ 
posed media blackout, have 
been set to last nine months, 
and have sd far yielded no 
concrete results 

"The root of the conflict is 
the Jewish state," Netanyahu 
said, refuting the argument 
that the Israeli occupation of 
the West Bank and settlement 
there were tire cause of the 
de c ad es-ol d c on ftontati on 
with the Palestinians. 

"Are you Anally ready to 
recognise the Jewish state, 
the national state of the Jew¬ 
ish people?" he asked, di¬ 
rectly addressing Palestinian 
leaders, deploring that their 
response so far to that ques¬ 
tion has been "no" 

"So long as the Palestini¬ 
ans do not recognise this 
right, there will be no true 
peace," the premier warned 
Ins audience at the Bar IIan 
auditorium 

It was at the same place 
that N et any ahu, 1 e ader o f the 
right-wing Likud party, first 
announced his support fertile 
two-state solution in a dra¬ 
matic JO09 speech.

A witness's picture, pub¬ 
lished on social media and 
newspapers, shows 2S-year- 
old Inna Lopez, kneeling and 
crying with the boy on the 
lawn still attached to die um¬ 
bilical cord outside the health 
center in the southern state of 
Oaxaca. 

The incident caused out¬ 
rage, with Mexicans taking to 
Twitter to denounce it as new 
examples of the poor quality 
of health care in impoverished 
parts of the country and the 
discrimination indigenous 
groups face 

The office of Raul Plaseen- 
cta, head Df the National 
Human Rights Commission, 
said m a statement that an in¬ 
vestigation was opened into 
the alleged abuse of die ethnic 
max at ec a woman who gave 
birth in a garden "because she 
was d erne d inedi-cal atteuti on." 


The Oaxaca state human 
rights offi ce also launched a 
probe over the October 2 inci¬ 
dent at the health center m San 
Felipe Jalap a de Diaz, a town 
of d,DQQ people. 

The director of the health 
center, Adrian Cruz, told re¬ 
porters the incident took place 
"due to the lack of medical 
personnel, because the doctor 
on morning duty arrives at 
E: □ 0 am and the woman ar¬ 
rived at the clinic at 7 30 11 
Crux said the woman asked 
to be examined but since the 
doctor had not arrived, the 
nurse told her to wait 

San Felipe Jalapa de Diax 
Mayor Silvia Flares said it 
^vas the second such case this 
year after another woman 
gave birth to a girl in the 
clinic's garden in July "be¬ 
cause there was no personnel 
on duty" 

In both cases, the babies 
were declared in good health.

Series of 6 quakes strikes in 
storm-stricken Mexico 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - A 
senes of at least six earth¬ 
quakes -- two reaching at 
least 5.0- magnitude — struck 
Sunday in the Mexican state 
of Guerrero, which is still 
reeling from deadly tropical 
storms last month 
Hie epicenter of the 
strongest qualee — 5 21 -mag¬ 
nitude, at 9 21 local time 
(1527 GMT), according to 
the National Seismological 
Service — was located in the 


mountainous Eire a where a 
S ept emb er 16 mud slide 
buried a whole town. 

Hie quakes were also felt 
with moderate intensity in 
the resort town of Acapulco, 
which is recovering from the 
massive flooding brought on 
when storms Ingrid and 
Manuel swept across die 
country in mid-Septemb er 

Auihonti es re c o mm end e d 
moving "away from risk 
areas, such as slopes and 


where there are cracks in the 
ground," Guerrero governor 
Angel Aguirre said in his 
Twitter account. 

Tourists m Acapulco were 
evacuated from hotels to the 
Costera Miguel Aleman, the 
port town's mam tourist road. 

All six quakes were 
recorded between 9:00 am 
local time (1500 GMT) and 
10:36 am (1636 GMT), and 
so far no damage lias been re¬ 
ported in Guerrero state. 

One of the quakes, of 5.0- 
magmtude, prompted seismic 
alarms in Mexico City, some 
300 kilometers (1S6 miles) 
away — though the shaking 
was virtually imperceptible in 
most parts of the capital 

No damage was reported 
tliere, according to a state¬ 
ment from public security au¬ 
thorities. 

Hie death toll from the 
tropical storms last month 
has readied 147, with 53 peo¬ 
ple still missing, and 1 5 mil¬ 
lion homes damaged.

today. 

Some expect an economic 
bonanza Others, looking ner¬ 
vously at Beijing s territorial 
claims, expect a more restive 
region and want reassurance 
from Washington. 

But the United States may 
be ill-equipped to offer much 
immediate global leadership 
as it confronts a mightier 
menace than even the shut¬ 
down the possibility that it

Lew: Congress 'playing with fire' 
on debt ceiling 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - US 
Treasury Secretary Jack Lew 
warned yesterday that Con¬ 
gress was “playing with fire - 
as Republicans raised the 
threat of a US default if Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama refuses to 
negotiate an spending 

Speaker John Bodmer said 
the Republic an-controlled 
House would net. raise the US 
debt ceiling without conces¬ 
sions from the White House, 
staking his position as the go¬ 
vernment shutdown dragged 
into day six 

"We’re not going to pass a 
clean debt limit increase," 
Boehner said in an interview 
on ABC's “This Week " 

"I told thepresident, there's 
no way we're going to pass 
one The votes are not in the 
House to pass a clean debt 
limit And die president is risk¬ 
ing default by not having a 
conversation with us," he said 

Lew said the United States 
will run out of its ability to 
borrow money on October 17, 
and with only $ 3D billion cash 
in hand to meet obligations 
that can run to $60 billion a 
day, it will quickly face de¬ 
fault 

"I'm telling you that on the 
17th, we run out of our ability 
to borrow, and Congress is 
playing with, fire," he said dh 
CNN's "State of the Union" 

"If they don't extend the 
debt limit, we have a very, very 
short window of time before 
those scenarios start to he 
played cut" 

The $16.7 trillion US statu¬ 
tory debt ceiling has come in¬ 
creasingly into focus with the 
two sides deadlocked in a leg¬ 
islative fight originally cen¬ 
tered on Republican efforts to 
defund the Affordable Care 
Act Ob am a 1 s signature health 
care law. 


The US government was 
forced to shut down on Tues¬ 
day for die first time in 17 
years after Congress failed to 
pass a stopgap spending mea¬ 
sure to fund government oper¬ 
ations. 

Tire House refused to pass a 
spending bill that did not in¬ 
clude the measure to defund 
Obama care, and the Demo¬ 
crat c-controlled Senate would 
vote only on a bill stripped of 
the measure. 

In a sign the impasse was 
expected to continue, the Pen¬ 
tagon on Saturday announced 
it will recall most of its fur¬ 
loughed civilian employees 

The House, meanwhile, 
unanimously passed a bill to 
retro actively p ay the hundreds 
of thousands of furloughed 
government workers, in a hid 
to ease some of the pressure 
from an unhappy public. 

Obama has insisted he will 
not negotiate with Republicans 
until they pass a temporary 
spending hill reopening the 
government and agree to raise 
the debt ceiling. 

"For as reckless as a go¬ 
vernment shutdown is, an eco¬ 
nomic shutdown that conies 
with default would he drama¬ 
tically worse," Obama said in 
a radio message Saturday 

Obama said there were 
enough Republican and De¬ 
mocratic votes m the House to 
"end this shutdown immedi¬ 
ately " 

But Boehner blamed the 
crisis on Obama's refusal to ne¬ 
gotiate, and insisted he would 
not budge without what he de¬ 
scribed as a "conversation" on 
spending. 

" My goal here is not to have 
the United States default on 
their debt My goal here is to 
have a serious conversation 
about those tilings that are 


driving the deficit and driving 
the debt up. 

"Aid the president's refusal 
to sit down and have a conver¬ 
sation about tins is putting our 
nation at nsk of default. 

"That's the path we're on," 
he said, adding that he had 
hoped the president had can¬ 
celled a trip to Asia to initiate 
a dialogue 

"I decided to stay here m 
Washington tins weekend. He 
knows what my phone number 
is. All he has to do is call," he 
sad 

US allies were warily 
watching the unfolding politi¬ 
cal crisis m Washington. 

At an Asi a-Pacifi c summit 
on the Indonesian island of 
Bali, which Obama was sup¬ 
posed to have attended, Singa¬ 
pore Prime Minister Lee Hsien 
Loong said the US president's 
ahsence was" a very big disap¬ 
pointment to us." 

"Obviously we prefer a US 
government that is working to 
one that is not Aid we prefer 
a US president who is able to 
travel and fulfill his interna¬ 
tional duties to one who is pre¬ 
occupied with national 
domestic preoccupations," lie

Lee sad 'no other country 
can replace" US engagement, 
in Asia -- ’'Hot China, not.

US Secretary of State John 
Kerry, who Ghana sent to Bali 
in his stead, warned of the 
damage Id America's diplo¬ 
matic standing if the shutdown 
did not end soon.

Haiti shocked at Dominican Republic Tiger attacks US zoo 
citizenship move worker 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) - 
Haiti voiced grave concern 
after neighboring Dominican 
Republic said last week it 
would deny citizenship to 
more than 250,000 offspring 
of undocumented Haitians. 

The two nations share the 
Caribbean island of Hispan¬ 
iola. Haiti is the poorest nation 
in the Americas and the Do¬
